House Got Down to Business in

The legislature varied the sensa- 
tional ‘eatures of the past few weeks 
yesterday by getting down to ‘business 
in committee of the whole and’ pae- 
sing a number of bills that have stood 
on the order paper for some days. 
There were no features of interest to 
the general public that attend from 
day to day and as a result the sj 
tators’ benches were emptied when- 
ever the onlookers saw that there 
would be nothing to interest them. 

At the a nm of the premier, 
iboth his resolution and that of Geo. 
P. Smith dealing with railway boards 
were left over till today. The prime 
minister intimated that he would 
likely have an announcement to make 
as to the personnel of the 
which it is thought will be acceptable 
to both the government and insurgents 
‘benches. e will also inform the 
House as to whether the government 
will consent to stopping of work on 
the railway till after the fiading of 
the commission, 

No Saturday Session. 

R. B. Bennett. raised a protest 
= the session on Saturday, of 

ich intimation had been given and 
the premier consented’, in view of the 
fact that the business was now getting 
well under way to forego the Satur- 
day meeting. He also gave way to the 
requests of some of the members and 
no session was held last night. 

A petition to incorporate the Rocky 
Mountain Colleries Co. was presented 
by the leave of the House, as the time 
for receiving petitions has expired. It 
‘was brought in by Malcolm McKenzie, 
Claresholm. 

More Bills Passed, 

Two more bills passed through the 
House yesterday. They were reapect- 
ing the Diamond Coal Co., Ltd., and 
to grant additional powers to the 
town of Raymond for the purpose of 
acquiring or constructing public utili- 
ties. This makes six in all that have 
been passed this session. 

Five ‘bills were considered in com- 
mittee of the whole. The most im- 
portant was that of Pon. Mr. Marshall 
entitled a bill respecting charges upon 
land contained’in certain instruments. 
Ita object is to prevent the reading 
= of mortgages into agreements of 

e. 

The Text of the Bill. 

The act, which is a brief one, of only 
two clauses, reads as follows :— 

1—From and after the coming into 
force of this act, every mortgage, 
charge or encumbrance upon land or 
upon any estate or interest therein 
contained in, endorsed upon or an- 
nexed to a writing, or instrument writ- 
ten or printed, or partly: written and 
partly printed, op any part thereof, 
which said writing or instrument is 
required to ‘be registered in order to 
preserve the rights of the soller of 
bailor of goods as against any pur- 
chaser or mortgage of or trom the buy- 
er or ‘bailee of such goods in good 
faith for valuable consideration, or 
against judgments under the ordin- 
ance respecting Hire Receipts and 
Conditional Sales of Goods, or von- 
tained in, endorse? upon or annexed 
to a written order, contract or agree- 
ment for the purchase or delivery of 
ps ay ry +, chattels shall be null 
and void to all intents and Trposes 
whatsoever, notwithstanding Ganon 
contained in The Land Titles Act or 
in any other act or ordinance. 

2—No such mortgage, charge or en- 
cumbrance, nor any caveat founded 
thereon, or upon any such writing or 
instrument, shall hereafter be regis- 
tered or filed under The Land Titles 

Act, and in the event of any such 
writing or instrument by inadvertence, 
accident or otherwise howsoever, bein, 
registered or filed in any land titles 
office contrary to the Provisions of 
this act, such registration or filing 
shall ibe ineffective and nugatory t¢ 
all intents and purposes whatsoever 
and may be cancelled ‘by the Supreme 
court or a judge thereo?! upon the pe 
tition of any person interested, or 
Spon the application of the registrar 
of the land registration district where- 
in the land affected lies.

TAUGHT IN SCHOOLS 


Jury in Morris’ Inauest Wait on 
Schoo! Board and Advise Incius- 
ion of this Subject in Duties of 
Medical inspector—Week's Holi- 
days ‘at Easter.

“We are here to urge upon this | 
board, that instruction in first aid 
to the injured be given in the city 
schools,” said -‘W. D. Candy, acting as 
spokesman of the jury, empanelled in 
the inquest on the :ccidental death o 
Jas. Morris, which waited on the Ed- 
monton public schooi board in a body 
last night. Mr. Candy stated how in 
the opinion of physicians, if proper 
steps had been taken to staunch the 
flow of blood from the gun-shot wound 
by which Mr. Morris met his death, 
his life might possibly have been sav- 
ed. The jury deplored such ignorance 
of simple remedial measures, and as | 
a means of enlightening the public 
advised that a course of lectures on 
“First Aid to the Injured” should be 
given in the Edmonton schools, and 
pointed out that this work could well 
be done by the medical inspector 
ubout to be appointed by the board, | 

Board Favors Suggestion. 

Chairman Butchart, in replying +o 
the jurymen, commended them on 
their public spiritin bringing the mat- 
ter to tlie attention of the board and 
stated that it would, in his opinion, | 
be well to embody instruction of the 
kind suggested in the duties of the 
new medica] officer of the board . 

Trustee Clark was strongly in favor 
of the suggestion made by the jury- 
men. Instruction might be given in | 
the High school and public schools 
as well.

The convention at Cal- 
gary was the first provincial conven- 
tion and it was understood that should 
it prove a success, the department of 
education would make arrangements 
for the giving of Easter holidays each 
year to allow the teachers to attend.

“LABOR FAMINE IN Lose WILD SCENE IN 


THE REICHSTAG 


Berlin, Mar. 17—During a furious 
debate in the, Reichstag today Herr 
Von Oldenburg, a fiery Conservative. 
Agrarian member, openly chablenged 
to duels three members of the Pra 
@ressive patty. Oldenburg provoked 
an awiul row in the Reichstag a few 
weeks ago when disquasing the Em- 
petor’s prerogative. He declared his 
majesty could order a fleutenant and 
ten men to cloae the Reichatag at any 
time, Besides, Oldenburg had sneer- 
ed at the Bavatian troops’ conduct 
at the battle of Rosebach in the war 
with France. The Bavarian war min- 
ister called Oldenburg’s remarks 
‘*Tactless and tasteless.” 

In the Reichstag today Oldenburg 
angrily asked General Gebsattal, Ba- 
varian military member of the Fed- 
eral council, what the war minister 
meant. 

Taunted by Progressives. 

General Gebsattal said soothingly 
that the minister did not intend to 
insult Oldenburg. Oldenburg seemed 
satisfied until three Progressive mem- 
gers, Mueller, Heiningen and Hausi- 
ans, and Noske, a Socialist, taunted 
him with having to swallow a rebuke. 

“You four have no idea of personal 
honor,”’ cried Von Oldenburg. 

Toud demant’s that Oldenburg be 
calied to order came from all over the 
chamber. Vice-President Shapan con- 
tented himself with a rebuke and the 
feud seemed at an end. But in a 
littie while Dr. Weimer, a Progressive, 
asked the Conservatives :— 

“Do you agree with Oldenburg’s ut- 
terances, which have placed him in 
such a position that we Progressives 
cannot associate with him?’ 

Herr Von Normen answered that 
the Conservatives did not agree with 
Oldenburg, ‘but they thought he had 
pep provoked into saying what he 
nad, 

The Challenge Issued. 

‘Rudeness calls forth rudeness,” 
shouted Oldenburg, springing to his 
feet. ‘I am at the disposal of Mueller, 
at any time.” 

In the following din, Herr Haus- 
man could be heard crying :— 

“Such a challenge to a duel has 
never been heard in the Reichstag be- 
fore. It shows how Oldenburg de- 
grades and demoralizes the tone of 
the House, His conduct is unworthy.” 

The presiding officer called Haus- 
man to order, but he continued his 
shouting to Oldenburg. 

“You behave like a chilt. You're a 
Don Quixote.”’ 

Hanseman was called to order again 
and then amid great confusion the 
Reichstag adjourned 

Tt is not known that the quarrelling 
law makers have appointed seconds.

STREET RAILWAY IN REGINA. 
Franchise Will Be Given to Winnipeg 
Company. 


Regina, Sask., March 17—At a special 
meeting of the city council tonight a 
resolution was passed accepting, subject 
to the ratification of the ratepayers, the 
franchise for a street railway to be 
granted by the city to J. W. Decogrady, 
J. A. Anderson and J, Geddes, all of 
Winnipeg. 

Altogether there are some thirty odd 
clauses in the franchise dealing with 
matters such as the character of the 
power to be used, the style of cans, fares 
and the usual terms in franchises of this 
description, One of the important 
clauses is connected with the percentage 
of the gross earnings that for an $8000 
per mile af track the company shall pay 
five per cent per annum of its gross re- 
eeipts to the city. Upon reaching $9,000 
per mile this percentage is increased to 
71-2; at $10,000 they will pay 10 per 
cent. ; $12,000, 121-2 per cont, and $15,000, 
15 per cent. The contract provides that 
seven miles of track shall be laid by De- 
cember Ist., 1910, and be put in operation 
by May Ist, 1911,

Bitter Marmalade. 

Now that oranges are plentiful and 
cheap, many are considering the mak- , 
ing of marmalade. For their benefit | 
1 here give two receipts for this popu- 
lar preserve. 

Bitter Orange Marmalade. 

Cne dozen bitter oranges; slice very 
thin, removing all seeds; to every 
pound of slieed fruit add three pints 
1 cold water; allow this to stand 
iwenty-four hours and then boil until 
tender. It should now be let stand 
until the next day; weigh, and to 
every pound of the above add one and 
a hall pounds of granulated ene, 


boil the whole until it jellics. 

When it is done the orange skin will 
look transparent and be soft and 
juicy. Be sure to stir it, so it may 
not burn. An asbestos mat is a good 
thing to use.

The Canadian Mail. the overseas 
edition of this great London daily, has 
an interesting article in the edition 
of Saturday, March 5th, dealing with 
the department of Interior »nd_ its 
chief.

The department of the interior in 
the Canadian government is one -.av- 
ing control of a great number of very 
important branches in the public ser- 
vice. Under this department is the 
administration of the Dominion lands, 
the management and direction of the 
immigration work, the’ direction of

Its Chief Business. 

The chief business of the depart- | 
ment, of course, is to get people on | 
the vacant lands of Canada, It needs 
only to be said that the Dominion 
is larger than Continental Europe, 
and that it contains a population smal- 
ler than that of the kingdom of Bel- 
gium. to demonstrate without further 
argument the paramount importance 
of settling the vacant places. 

Since the spring of 1905 the depart- | 
ment has been under the direction >f | 
Hon. Frank Oliver. Mr. Oliver came 
to the position with an excellent | 
schooling in the primary needs of we | 
country, a schooling secured under 
circumstances none too pleasant, but 
for that reason more thoroughly en- 
grained. He had pioneered the West. 
During the late seventies, long before 
the C.P.R. was built, he crossed wie 
prairies from old Fort) Garry, now 
Winnipeg, to the then Hudsons Bay 
company’s ‘post’? at Edmonton, and | 
threw in his lot with the handful ot 
venturesome spirits ‘who had = wan- 
dered into that remote corner of the 
veritable wilderness. 


The Pioneer Journalist. 

On One of his trips, one of Mi 
Oliver's carts bore an usual load, to | 
wit, a small printing press, a small 
assortment of type, and a small load 
of small-sized sheets of newspaper. 
With this modest equipment he set 
up a printing office and began in the 
winter of 1880-81 the publication of a | 
semi-monthly Bulletin, which = sul! | 
continues as a daily, with a semi-week- | 
ly edition, From that time his home } 
was in Edmonton, and in the capacity | 
of pioneer journalist he became inti- | 
mately and personally acquainted with | 
the conditions of frontier life. A few 
years later he was elected to the legis- 
lative council of the North West ‘Ter- 
ritories, and in 1896 became member 
of Parliament for what now constitutes 
the settled portion of the province of 
Alberta. When nine years later he | 
was cailed to administer the depart- 
ment of the government which -.ad | 
to do with the problem of settling -he | 
West he thus brought to the task an | 
intimate personal knowledge of what | 
the West was, what it could be, and | 
of how to help it attain that desirab'e | 
status, ! 

Visit to Yukon, } 

It at once became apparent 


that | 
the new minister intended to get per- | 
sonally acquainted with the other | 
sides of the problem as well. The | 
summer following his appointment he | 
journeyed to the Yukon to learn on 
the ground what the conditions were 
and how they could be bettered ‘t 
bettering were needed. The result of 
this visit was a new set of mining re- | 
gulations, under which the northern 
camp is experiencing a revival of 
activity, and a bill giving the territory | 
a larger measure of self-government 
than it had possessed before. The 
following summer he visited Great 
Britain, Continental Europe, and also 
made an extended trip through the | 
United States, everywhere studying | 
the work of the immugration agencies, | 
looking into the prospects of getting 
the kind of people wanted, and devis- 
ing means for getting them to go to 
Canada. It is his practice, too, to 
spend a large part of the recess pe- 
tween sessions in Western Canada, 
familiarising himself with the chang- | 
ing conditions and noting where alter 
“ations or new departures of policy are 
required to meet those changes. Per- 
sonal intimacy with all phases of his 
department’s work is the character- 
istic most prominent in his adminis: 
tration,

Land for the Settler. 

The basic principle of the Oliver 
regime is the idea that Canada should 
give her vacant lands away to set- 
tlers; with the complementary — res- 
triction that they should not be given, 
or sold, to anyone but settlers. This 
not from any motive of philanthropy 
toward the individual who goes 
to make his home in Canada, 
but as a measure of public policy. 
The minister believes it pays Canada 
better to give land away to settlers 
than to sell it. Because if it were | 
sold a large part of it would go into | 
the hands of speculators who would 
withhold it from use for years in an 
effort to get fancy prices for it. And 
this holding would discourage and | 
prevent rather than encourage and | 
assist settlement, would hold down| 
the growth of production, would | 
deter the building of villages, towns, | 
and cities, would prevent the expan-| 
sion of business along every line and | 
of every kind which is being made by | 
the work of the settlers who are | 
going in armies on to the free land, | 
So it comes ubout that the government 
of Canada has land io give away, but 
none for sale,

He finally grasped 
the situation and they took him to his 
dressing room, It would be difficult to 
conceive a ring event more crammed 
with action, Flynn fought desperately 
from bell to bell in every round and any

ASQUITH CABINET THREATEN 


Unless Premier Puts Labor and Red- 


mond Views in Back May Retire. 


London, Mar. 17.—Redmondites and 
Radical forwards have again hung 
out the flag of revolt. They demand 
to be led unfalteringly against the 
lords’ veto, upon Asquith’s Albert hall 
pledge without complication with the 
veto or budget or any other issue, 

They refuse to listen to the suggest- 
ion of Sir Edward Grey and other 
Yabgnet nftinisyers for simy'taneous 


measures fore-arm of the lords. ‘We 
are,’’ said Redmond last night, “in 
for a revolution, or we are in for a 
sham vattle. We mus. use without 


scrupple revolutionary tactics.” 

Sir Robertson Nicoll in the British 
Weekly puts the point even more 
plainly, and says: “The Radical mis- 
giving is due to the fact that the gov- 
ernment is apparently determined not 
to approach the king, and mean to 
spring upon the nation a scheme ‘or 
the reform of the lords.” He adds: 
“The Non-conformist enthusiasm for 
the government is nearly worn out. 
Unless some great decisive change is 
made the government will take . eir 
way to a general election on a road 
meerdamized with broken vows.” 

Today's rumor is that Messrs, Grey 
and Haldane have told Premier As- 
quith they must resign if the cabinet 
holds to Redmondite and Labor tac- 
ties, which they contend leads s:raight 
to a single chamber policy, and the

The public meéting called for the 
Dominion theatre Jast evening for the 
purpose of taking the initiatory steps 
looking to the organization of an In- 
dependent’ Liberal association in this 
city, was attended by fifty men, E. 
J. Taylor, a contractor, who Was 4 
candidate for alderman at the last 
municipal elections, was ¢hairman, 
and T. P, O’Kelley, of the Hudson’s 
Bay company, secretary. 

The chairman explained the meet- 
ing waa called to organize an associa- 
tion to support the Liberal members 
of the legigatufe opposed to the pre- 
sent provincial government. He ad- 
vised that a secretary and committee 
be elected, which 
the active organization work. 

Nominations were called for secre- 
tary. T. P, O'Kelly stated that . K. 
McDonald, who was deputy attorney 
general in the Northwest Territories’ 
assembly, had signified his willingness 
to act in the capacity of secretary to 
the commitee. 

His election was thereupon moved 
and seconded, and declared carried. 
Mr, McDonald was not present at the 
meeting. 

Nominations were called for the 
committee. Mr. O’Kelly and Major 
DeBlois Thibadeau prepared the list, 
and submitted the names as follows, 
togethel with the information that 
each of the gentlemen named had 
consented to act on the committee ;—

At this juncture os. A. Clark rose 
to a point of order. He said he desir- 
ed to protest against the manner of 
procedure. He believed that in pro- 
perly conducted meetings it was the 
custom to learn the feeling of those 
present as to the advisability of ap- 
pointing a committee, before he mem- 
bers of such a committee were named. 

“T think this movement on the part 
of those @pposed to the government is 
to be regretted,’’ he continued.

Mr. O'Kelly, in reply, declared he 
had no intention of allying himself 
with a movement to upset the Liberal 
party in Edmonton. He believed the 
organization would, instead aid 
party. 

“Then have this meeting conducted 
properly and in order, and demon- 
strate your bona fides as Liberals,” 
said Mr. Clark. 

The chairman at this point interfer- 
ed with the ‘statement, emphatically 
delivered, that the meeting was ar- 
ranged for the sole purpose of organ- 
izing to support those Liberal memb- 
ere in the legislature opposed to the 
present government, and only those in 
attendance at the meeting, whose 
sympathies were in that direction, 
would ‘be entitled to vote in the elec- 
tion of members on the proposed com- 
mittee. This, he said, was not a pub- 
lie meeting. 

“It was advertised as such in the

IMPOSING MILITARY FUNERAL. 

One of the most impressive ceremonies 
that has ever taken place in this city 
was the funeral yesterday afternoon of 
the late Lieutenant Morris of the 101 
Fusiliers, who was buried with full mili- 
tary. honors, 

At 2.40 the militia, headed by the Fu- 
siliers’ band; arrived at the home of the 
deceased's parents, on Fraser Avenue, 
where the body was lying in state. Rev. 
Mr. Myers, minister of Westminster 
Presbyterian church, conducted the ser- 
vices at the house and at 3.30 the cor- 
tege started on its way to the Edmonton 
cemetery. As the procession moved slow- 
ly along Jasper avenue, the firing party 
with arms revefsed, and the band play- 
ing Handell’s “Dead March in Saul,’ 
business was suspended, and thousands 
of citizens crowded the street and paid 
tribute to the deceased. 

The procession was headed by the 
firing party and the Fusiliers band im- 
mediately preceded by the gun-carriage 
that held the casket, This was draped 
with the Union Jack and the helmet and 
sword of the deceas*d were placed upon 
it. The officers of the C.M.R. followed 
the carriages of the chief mourners and 
next in order came meinbers of the Ma- 
sonic order and members of the Caledon- 
ian Society of which the deceased was a 
member, 

At the grave the Rev, Archdeacon Grey 
officiated in his capacity as chaplain of 
the 10st regiment, and the firing 
squad took their places amidst the trees 
the scene was one that wil be long re- 
membered by those who witnessed ‘t. 
When the first volley was fired a bugle 
in the distance played the “First Post” 
and after the second, and third volleys 
gave the “Last Post”, and “Light Out.”

CARELESSNESS IN WEST END. 

Health Officer Dr, Whitelaw made 
an inspection of the conditions of the 
West End yesterday afternoon and 
found that the citizens of that part of 
the city in some cases are not suffici- 
ently careful as to sanitary conditions. 
They seem to thing, he said, that the 
Saskatchewan river is the proper 
place into which to have all their re- 
fuse drained. 

The health officer found that in one 
instance a Grain pipe has been allow- 
ed to lead into the river trom a board- 
ing house that is used by employees 
of the brick yard. This hhouse is clos- 
ed at present. He also found that in 
one case that closets have ‘been built 
too close to the edge of the river, and 
also that there are horse stables too 
close to the river bank. Dr. Whitelaw 
stated that this state of affairs has to 
be stopped and that steps are being 
tuken to prosecute any other cases of 
this kind that may come under the 
notice of the health department.
